‘The vessel went aground 
in the heavy current about 9:30 o'clock 
last night and when she was freed 
about midnight a jagged hole in her 
outer skin had admitted ensugh water 
to flood fuek tanks and engine room,

Darwin was ; tight, declared Sir Arthur 
Keith, the distinguished scientist, in 
addressing the British iation for 
the Advancement of Science here to- 
night. Sir Arthur not only agreed that 
man had descended from an ape-like 
being, but he gave mankind an anti- 
quity of a million years. 

Sir Arthur was delivering the in- 
augural presidential address before 
the association, which met today for 
its ninéety-sixth annual session. It 
‘was before this same august body in 
Leeds many years ago that there was 
initiated the controversy over the des- 
cent of man which swept the whole 
civilized world and still remains a 
burning question. 

The hotels of this Yorkshire city 
are crowded with famous inventers 
and scholars, Scores of leaders in .the 
British scientific world are schedul- 
ed to speak during the eight-day ses- 
sion, and demonstrate the latest dis- 
coveries through research and expeéri- 
ment, 

Women To Lecture. 


Where formerly only men were to 
be found at these gatherings, a num- 
ber of eminent women scientists will 
lecture at the present session, while 
scores of the gentler sex will be in- 
terested listeners. Originally the as- 
sociation excluded women from mem- 
bership on grounds that they .were in- 
capable of taking a serious interest in 
scientific subjects and might -turn the 
minds ‘from business. The leaders 
now acknowledge that women are val- 
uable workers in the field of ¢du- 
cational health, as well as other scien- 
tific branches. 

Among the first wonders placed he- 
fore the association today was a dem- 
grace by Professor J. L. Baird, 

“noctovision,” whereby he makes 
iit possible in utter darkness. 

Sir Arthur Keith, who succeeds the 
Prince of Wales as president ‘of the 
association, took for his address to- 
night the formidable text of “Dar- 
win’s Theory of Man’s Descent as It 
Stands Today.” Sir Arthur -said in 
part: 

F Evolution Evidence. 


“The evidence of man’s evolution 
from an ape-like being; obtained from 
a study of fossil remains, is definite 
and irrefutable, but the process has 
been infinitely more complex 
suspected in Darwin's time. Our old- 
er and discarded conception of man’s 
transformation was depicted in the 
well-known diagram which showed a 
single file of skeletons, the gibbon at 
one end and man at the other, 

“In our original simplicity we ex- 
pected, as we traced man backwards 


in time, that we should encounter a 
graded series of fossil forms—a series

We should never have made this ini- 
tial mistake if we had remembered 
that the guide to the world of the past 
is the world of the present. In our 
time man is represented not by one, 
but by many and dive races—black. 
brown, yellow and white: some of 
these are rapidly expanding, others 
ate as rapidly disappearing. 
Remote Man. 


“Our searches have shown that in 
remote times the world was peopled, 
sparsely it is true, with races show- 
ing an even greater diversity than 
| those of today, and that already the 
same process of replacement was at 
work. To unravel man’s pedigree, we 
have to thread onr way, not along 
the links of a chain, but through the 
meshes of a complicated network. 

“We made another mistake. - See- 
ing that our search for man’s ancestry 
we expected to- reach an age when the 
beings we should have to deal with 
would be Simian rather than human, 
we ought to have marked the condi- 
tion which prevails among living an- 
thropoid apes. We ought to have 
been prepared to find, as we ap- 
proached a distant point the the geo- 
logical horizon, that the forms en- 
countered would be as widely different 
as we are to the gorilla, chimpanzee 
or orang, and “confined, as these great 
anthropoids now-are, to limited parts 
of the earth’s surface. ., 


Separate Species. 

hat is what we are now realizing; 
as we go backwards in time we dis- 
cover that mankind becomes brok- 
en yp, not into separate races as in 
the world of today, but into numer- 
ous and separate species. When we 
g0 into a still more remote past they 
become so unlike that we have to re- 
gard them not as belonging to sepa- 
rate species but different genera. It 
is among this welter of extinct fossil 
forms which strew the ancient world 
thac we have to trace the zigzag line 
of man’s descent. Do you wonder we 
sometimes falter and follow false 
clues ? 

“There are ia difficulties. There 
still remain great blanks in the geo- 
logical record of man’s evolution. As 
our search proceeds these blanks will 
be filled in, but in the meantime let 
us note their nature and their extent. 
y the discovery of fossil remains we 
have followed man backwards to the 
close of the pliocene—a period which 
endured at least for a quarted. of a 
million years, but we have*not vet 


period. 
Found Fossil Teeth. 
“It is true that we found fossil 
teeth in plicoene deposits which may 


be those of an ape-like man or a man- 
like ape; until we find other parts of 
their bodies we cannot decide. When 
we pass into the still older miocene 
period—one which was certainly twice 
as long as the pliocene—we are in 
the heyday of anthropoid. history. 

“All the evidence now at our: dis- 
posal supports the conclusion that 
man has arisen, as Lamarck and Dar- 
win suspected, from an anthropoid 
ape not higher in the zoological scale 
than a chimpanzee, and that the date 
at which human and anthropoid lines 
of «descent began to diverge lies near 
the beginning of the miocene period. 
On our modest scale of reckoning, 
that gives man the-respectable antiqui- 
ty of about 1,000,000 vears. 

“Our geological search, which J] 
have summarized all too briefly, has 
not produced so far the final and 
conclusive evidence of man’s anthro- 
poid origin; we have not found as yet 
the human ‘imago’ emerging from its 
anthropoid encasement. Why, then, 
do modern anthropologists, share the 
conviction that there has been an 4n- 
thropoid stage in our ancestry? 


Blood Reactions.

“The crucial ‘chapters in Dar- 
win’s “Descent of Man’ are those in 
which he seeks to give a historical ac- 
count of the rise ofsman’s brain and 
of the varied functions which that or- 
rwin himself 
approaches this problem not as an 
anatomist, but as a phychologist, and, 
after many years of patient and exact 
observation, sueceeded in convincing 
himself that, Immeasurable as are the 
differences between the meniality of 
man and ape, they are of degree, not 
of kind. Prolonged researches made 
by modern psychologists have but veri- 
fiel and extended Darwin's conelu- 
sion. No matter what line of evi- 
dence we select to follow—evidence 
gathered by anatomists, by embryol- 
ogists, by psysiologists and by psy- 
chologists—we. reach the conviction 
that man’s brain has been evolved 
from that of an anthropoid ape, and 
that in the process no new structure 
has been introdticed and no new or 
strange faculty intefpolated. 

“Was Darwin right when he said 
that man, under the action of biolog- 
ical forces which can be observed and 
measured, has been raised from a place 
among anthropoid apes to that which 
he now occupies? The answer is yes! 
And in returning this verdict I speak 
but as foreman of the jury—a jury 
which has been empanneled from men 
who have devoted a lifetime to weigh- 
ing the evidence.”

The Ultimatum. Is Repediated. 

It can be gathered here among the 
veterans, however, that the New York 
ultimatum is not accepted with good 
grace outside the immediate New York 
sphere of influence. 

Even from New Jersey I have found 
men who repudiate the idea that Al 
Smith is the only man in the party 
fit and able to lead the party to vic- 
tory.

Thomas D. -Nash and Michael 
Ahern are preparing to petition the 
courts for an injunction against the 
motion picture board of trade. They 
will ask that the board be restrained 
from refusing to deliver films to inde- 
pendent theaters. Union spokesmen 
claim about 75 independents would re- 
main open if they could get films. 

C..C. Pettijohn, general counsel for 
the organization of Will Hays, the 
movie “czar,” has arrived here to 
take a hand. As general counsel for 
the film boards of trade of the United 
States and Canada, Pettijohn said he 
wished to prevent any mistakes on 
the part of the Chicago board. 

Jack Miller, business manager of 
the exhibitors’ organization, is not 
worrying over the court action. 

“In the first place,” he said, “I 
don't see how the other side can win 
out on this matter in the courts. 
Leaders in the industry simply have 
‘decided that if they are to do business 
they must take this stand against 
the unreasonable demands of the 
union.” 

It has been pointed out that many 
of the smaller houses have been los- 
ing money for a few months, that 
some of the big ones have merely been 
getting by and that the last few weeks 
have been among the worst in the year 
in the movie and vaudeville business, 
These factors partially explain the ex- 
hibitors’ united front. 

That the strike and. lockout will 
not spread to other cities seemed ap- 
parent. With their present contract 
expiring at midnight Wednesday 
movie operators in St. Paul and Min. 
neapolis were expected to make de- 
mands that may result in theater 
closings.
